'I'hcir chiidreii 
attend the schicks; their wives are 
learning to cook, to make butter, to 
make and u.se .soap-rsome even have 
.sewing machines. In the cabin of aii 
Indian Chief, l^ackinawasli, who wore a 
blanket and lived in a bark wigwam a 
year ago, there ina\’ be seen a bedstead, 
China dishes in a neat cupboard, a 
cooking stove, a ihil iron and a clock. 
The garden showed potatoes, corn, beets, 
onions and Twans well catcd fur. 
No one will claim that such pro- j 
givss has been made among all the 
tribes or, indeed, even can be. 
The 
Sioux seem to be incorrigibly- hostile, 
t d-anl’.s poliey is to wai. h them and 
keep ttiem witliiu prescribed limits, 
'I'hey could .scarcely adopt civilized hab­ 
its while living in the b:ul lauds and on 
the dc.sert tracl.s of Western Dakota.

THE INDIAN POLICTJT. 
A gentleman familiar with Grant's 
Indian Policy, furnishes the Tiuhilsk 
the follwing statement of it: 
It is a misnomer to call it a “Peace 
Policy.” It tends to peace and looks 
to the final civilization of any of the 
tribes that may prove su.sceptible of 
adopting civilized habits., but it is a 
mistake to suppose it a quaker policy. 
It was originated and is su.stained by 
President Grant. 
lie spent all his 
early military career on the frontier 
watching and fighting Indians. 
lie 
believes now no less than heretofore, in 
the strict punishment of guilty Indians, 
and ill restraining by the army the wild 
and 
savage. 
11 is early 
ob.^ervations taught him the corruption 
of Indian agents, and that they fleeced 
both the government and the Indian.s. 
Counselling with leading army officers 
and distinguished citizens, interested 
in the subject, he tried for a season the 
detailing of arniy officers, together with 
a co-operative Board of Indian Commi-s- 
sioner.s. At the reduction of the army 
the present plan was adopted ‘ 
Wherever any missionary society had 
established missions among the Indians, 
the agencies for that tribe or in that lo­ 
cality were put under its charge. 
In 
this way nearly all the Indian reserva­ 
tions were apportioned. The executive 
officers of these societies now nominate 
the agents and employees and are held 
responsible for their character and ef-

But the 
most wonderful phenomena to the na- 
turiilist are the unque.stionable evi lonces 
whicii daily multiply of a vast petrified 
forest resting directly upon tlic coal de­ 
posits. Tlie .sturnp.s of the tree.s in this 
new wonder-land are numerous, and we 
have di.scovered those which measure 
eight and nine feet acros's. 
The petri- 
fications are silicious, and they seeut to 
embrace the common plants of the 
period as well as the fore.st trees. 
'SVc expect to move forward again in 
.1 day or two, and as .soon as damages 
arc repaired. 
When we do move 
wc .shall be 
strong, inasmuch as 
the whole force will be united. 
We 
are well anti in excellent spirits. The 
amount of rain fall experienced tlui.s far 
on this trip supri.ses us. During the 
twelve day.s .since we set out we have 
averaged a storm every otlier day, and 
most of them have been heavy, continu­ 
ing several honrSi The ground is at the 
present writing very wet, ami imirch- 
ing is quite .serious work for the ani­ 
mals. Gentlemen who passed over the 
route along Heart river last year and 
who are connected with tlie pre.sent ex­ 
pedition, state lhat they ex'perienced the 
same difficulty' at that time. This would 
seem to indicate that although treele.ss 
this country i.s far from being rainle.Si:, 
but in fact that it i.s wet enough for all 
practical purpose.s. 
It would seem also 
to weaken the force of the theory, that 
a treeless must necessarily bo a rainle.ss 
region. 
Antelopes arc numerous; I 
have just brought in a fine buck on the 
back of my. pony weighing lóO to, 17-ü 
pounds, shot within sight of onr camp. 
We have seen no buffalo, and but one 
elk .since wc started.

Thi.s man is a shining instance of the 
power of personal manhood to recupe­ 
rate and come to the front. 
He is a W est Pointer, and left the 
army at t'ne outbreak of the rebellion to 
become the right arm of J. E. B. Stuart, 
Dark, mulattoish, heavy .set, and a sol­ 
dier by instinct, he left Virginia in pur­ 
suit of employment when this road was 
mooted, and finding no better position 
took an ax and chopped the way with 
the laboring gangs. They found him 
out and made him a rodman, chain- 
carrier, «fee., ami thence he ascended to 
be a scout and guide. In the dead of 
winter he started out with ten half- 
breeds to locate a part of the road since 
built. Last year, near Bismarck, some 
Sioux got between him and the river and 
felt confident of his scalp. One of them 
crept up to a tree and fired upon him 
twice. The next time the Indian poked 
out bis bead Rosser planted a ball right 
between* his eyes, and. then dashed up on 
his horse and brought the dead body 
into camp.

Ho had been a Colonel in the 
army and was full of bullet w'oiinds 
and had voluntarily left a good po.sition 
on the Minneapolis Tribune and put 
his little pile of savings into a new'^pa- 
per venture at this lonely .settleinent, 
nearly twelve hundred miles northwest 
of Chicago. Ho showed me, with pride, 
his oflico arising under the hammers of 
the carpenters, and his press and fonts 
of type, and the compositors he had 
paid to coiut'with him more than .slv 
hundred miles from St. Paul. 
Said 1:
